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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 12/9/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Summary of Applicant's Argument: While there may be an edge detector using a low 
pass filter, Applicants submit that the low pass filter does not normally calculate the average 
value of contour levels of contour pixels in said predetermined window. Further, the low pass 
filter does not normally change the contour level of a target pixel to the average value if the 
condition is satisfied. 

Regarding "an explicit definition of the density of contour pixels recited in the claims" 
being absent, the Examiner is urged to review the first paragraph of page 9 of the specification. 

Examiner's Response: A low-pass filter has the effect of averaging the pixels in the 
image. Sharp brightness transitions become attenuated to small brightness transitions. Fast- 
changing areas of an image are averaged to yield only the slow-changing aspects. As a low-pass 
filter is moved over the image, pixels are replaced by the average of the pixels. Since all the 
pixels of the image will be scanned with a predetermined window, it will encompass the contour 
pixels in the predetermined window. Therefore, if a contour level of a target pixel in the 
predetermined window is smaller than the average value it will be replaced by the average value. 

In response to applicant's indication that the density of contour pixels is defined on page 
9 of the specification, it is not recited in the claims. Although the claims are interpreted in light 
of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van 
Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).
